PARK  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Comment's. 

This  is  rather  a  pleasant  annual  report.  Nearly  all  the  statistical  records  in  it  are  good.  The 
population  is  increasing  steadily.  House  construction  is  beating  the  birth-rate.  Infant  deaths  are 
down  on  previous  years.  Tuberculosis  is  declining  in  incidence  and  all  the  comparable  rates  given  in 
the  report  are  comfortably  below  those  of  the  rest  of  the  West  Riding  and  the  rest  of  the  country. 


This  is  all  very  satisfactory  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  still  further  improvements  are  possible.  For 
example,  I  can  suggest  several  weaknesses  in  the  social  services  which  should  be  remedied. 


The  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme  denuded  the  School  Dental  Service.  Theoretically,  it 
was  possible  under  the  Service  for  any  child  to  be  taken  to  a  private  dentist  for  free  treatment.  In 
practice,  only  a  small  percentage  of  children  actually  obtained  this  treatment.  Recent  surveys  of 
children  in  the  schools  have  shown  over  90  per  cent,  to  have  defective  teeth.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  recruitment  of  dentists  to  the  School  Dental  Service  will  soon  be  resumed. 


Better  accommodation  is  required  for  mental  defectives.  These  unfortunate  people  are  fre¬ 
quently  a  heavy  burden  to  their  relatives.  More  beds  are  required  for  low  grade  cases.  Occupation 
centres,  which  can  be  attended  daily  for  instruction,  are  necessary  for  the  higher  grades. 


More  institutional  beds  are  required  for  elderly  people.  More  hospital  beds  are  required  for 
the  elderly  sick  and  more  beds  are  required  for  the  aged  who  are  too  feeble  to  manage  their  homes 
and  fend  for  themselves.  The  Home  Help  Scheme  cannot  deal  with  aged  persons  who  are  not  fit  to 
be  left  at  home  alone. 


Apart  from  these  special  needs  the  population,  generally,  is  improving  in  health,  cleanliness, 
clothing  and  habits.

Infant  Deaths. 

There  were  seven  infant  deaths  in  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  during  1953.  Five  of  these 
were  in  premature  babies  of  4  lbs.  or  less  in  weight,  none  of  whom  lived  more  than  three  days.  One 
was  due  to  intracranial  haemorrhage  at  birth.  The  only  avoidable  death  among  the  seven  was  a  child 
from  Dinnington,  who  was  accidentally  asphyxiated  at  two  months  of  age. 

The  infant  death  rate  was  23  per  thousand  live  births.

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Public  Cleansing. 

Public  cleansing  is  in  operation  throughout  the  whole  district. 

The  district’s  refuse  was  collected  by  four  Dennis  (10  cubic  yard  capacity  vehicles)  and  one 
horse  drawn  cart .  During  the  year  a  larger  type  of  vehicle  was  ordered  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
will  do  the  work  of  two  of  the  existing  vehicles  in  the  Dinnington  and  Anston  area. 

Throughout  the  year  an  endeavour  was  made  to  ensure  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  This 
was  fairly  well  maintained  except  during  the  holiday  periods.

The  quality  of  the  main  water  supply  throughout  the  district  during  1953  was  satisfactory.  The 
quantity  was  satisfactory  except  in  the  Turnerwood  area  which  was  supplied  by  Worksop 
Borough.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Worksop  Borough  to  have  the  inadequate  pressure  im¬ 
proved. 

The  new  storage  reservoir  at  Harthill  was  finally  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Progress  was  made  on  the  Water  Improvement  Scheme  for  Netherthorpe,  Brancliffe  Grange, 
Shiroaks  and  Langold  Farm  and  Cottages,  Netherthorpe.  Advertisements  were  issued  inviting  ten¬ 
ders  for  the  laying  of  8,450  lineal  yards  of  three  inch  diameter,  spun  iron  concrete  lined  pipes.  The 
tenders  were  returnable  on  23rd  January,  1954. 

Nineteen  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  10 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.
